they did not uſe on Saturdays to have the: Communmon or Lords 
Supper, as'on other days they had, as there was occaſion:)- And 
here-you run out into a large deſcant about Z7o/y ar aredf | 
celebrating and receiving the Holy Myſteries, you take to be their pub.

And when all comes to all,it 1s 
no more but this, that the Churches of Rome and Alexandria, (who 
did, as all other Churches did, obſerve the Zords-day, but did uſe 
to Faſt- upon Saturday,)-did not ufe on Saturday (their day of faſt) to 
Celebrate the Lords Supper (as on other days they did, as there was 
occafion;) whereas other Churches (which'did'not uſe to faſt on Sa- 
tarday) did{as there was occaſion) as well on that day, as any other, 
celebrate the Contmunion,- from-time-to time.

T know you would reſtrain this to 
the Jewiſh Sabbath onely, not extend it to that-of the Chriſtians 
alſo: But it ſtands as fair for the Chri/{;an Sabbath. For it would

Creation, T do not find; but think our Lords-day doth as fully an- 
ſwer the HYords and Deſign of the fourth Commandment as did, 
then, that of the Jews : and is as much ſpecificated by the prattiſe 


' and appointment of Chriſt and his Apoſtles and the Chriftian Church, 


(reckoned in courſe from Chriſt's ReſurreQion) as was that by 
Moſes from the raining of Manna. (The fourth Commandment re- 
quires a Day ; and the Pradtiſe of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, directs 
to Fhich day.) And I think we have as clear Evidence that our 
Lords-day is that in a continual ſucceſſion from the Lords-aay in 


| the New Teftament (on the jir/t day of the Fewiſh Week) as you can 


have that our Sa7wurday is in a continual ſucceſſion fromthe Jewiſh 


' Sabbath on OY day; and much more than that it is ſoin 2
